The End?

The above question was asked by God’s great prophet, 
Jeremiah, as recorded in the fifth chapter of the book that 
bears his name and the last verse. The reader is asked to 
first read this chapter to get its mighty message, as well as 
to have clearly in mind the context of the text. Now that 
you have done so, you will readily agree that here is a ques- 
tion that not only did Judah need to heed in that ancient day, 
but that we all should seriously hear in our day. 


“What shall we do in the end?” 
Surely here is a question we all 
should face without any effort at 
evasion. The shores of dead ages 
are the sombre burial grounds of 
millions who made shipwreck of 
life and soul because they neg- 
lected or refused to hear and face 
squarely this question. If even 
some of these millions could stand 
before you now and talk to you, 
they would tell you of the insanity 
of living in disregard of this ques- 
tion. 

These words were spoken at a 
time of great moral and spiritual 
wickedness, even as are our times. 
In verse 7 of chapter 5, God said, 
“When I had fed them to the 
full, they then committed adul-

tery, and assembled themsélves 
by troops in the harlots’ houses... 
every one neighed after his neigh- 
bour’s wife.” If Jeremiah co@d 
find one man in Jerusalem who 
“executed judgment, that seeketh 
the truth,” God offered to pardon 
the city (5:1). “A wonderful and 
horrible thing is committed in the 
land; The prophets prophesy 
falsely, and the priests bear rule 
by their means; and my people 
love to have it so” (5:30, 31). The 
men who should have been speak- 
ing for God and calling the peo- 
ple to repentance, those who 
claimed to be God’s men were 
courting favor and preaching to 
be popular and to stand in with 
the high-ups. The deluded and 
careless populace, as is so often 
the case, preferred smooth false- 
hood and soft palaver to stern 
and honest truth. Rulers were 
more concerned about holding 
their jobs than in saving their 
country. Notwithstanding the 
fact that they were on the very 
brink of ruin by the invasion of 
the Chaldeans, they all felt per- 
fectly safe behind the defenses 
they had builded aroung their 
city. “None could _ believe, no 
king, no man of them that foe or 
enemy could ever enter inside 
(Lam. 4:12 Mof.). It 
was at such times as these that 
grand old Jeremiah asked his peo- 
ple this question, “What will ye 
do in the end?”

“I beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, ac- 
ceptable unto God, which is your reasonable service.”— 


Rom, 12:1. 


We have here a call for volun- 
teers, not an order for a draft. 
The armies of God are never made 
up of drafted men and women, 
ordered into service whether 
willing or not. God never owned 
a slave. God does not want you 
to do anything that you can’t do 
without protest. This is not a 
call to hard duty, but an invitation 
to the enjoyment of a privilege. 

It is not a call to hired labor 
to take the hoe and go into the 
field, but the appeal of a loving 
Father to His children to partake 
of all He has to give. 

If there is nothing in you that 
will respond to God’s appeal when 
you think of His mercies, I don’t 
think much of you. The impelling 
motive of my text is gratitude, 
not fear. It looks to Calvary, not 
to Sinai. We are being entreated, 
not threatened. That is_ the 
amazing thing to me. To think 
that God would entreat us—would

pirit- Filled Means 
mpowered Witnessing

“But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.”—Acts 1:8. 


In this chapter we shall show 
beyond any possibility of a doubt 
that to be Spirit-filled means not 
anything else but to be empower- 
ed for witnessing and soul win- 
ning. . The Holy Spirit may give 
various gifts when He comes in 
power, but always when He fills 


a Christian, it is for soul-winning 


witnessing and service. It is an 
incidental matter whether Spirit- 
filled Christians talked in foreign 
languages to those who heard 
them. Once, at Pentecost, Spirit- 
filled Christians were enabled to 
preach the gospel to foreign-born 
Jews in the language in which 

were born. Other times 
Spirit-filled Christians did not 
speak in foreign languages at all. 


But always in the Bible, Spirit- 
filled people witnessed for Christ 
and were empowered for service 
and soul winning: Once in the 
Bible Spirit-filled Christians heard 
a sound of a rushing mighty wind. 
Then, too, tongues like as of fire 
visibly sat upon them. Another 
time Spirit-filled Christians felt 
the place shaken where they were 
gathered. In other cases there 
was no such outward physical 
manifestation. But always in the 
Bible Spirit-filled Christians were 
empowered for service and testi- 
mony, particularly prepared for 
soul winning. First, the Lord Je- 
sus Himself plainly said that this 
would be true. Second, the ex- 
amples given us before Pentecost 


show that supernatural power for 
service and testimony was always 
given when one was filled with 
the Spirit. And, third, the ex- 
amples in the book of Acts show 
the same thing. 

I. The Lord Jesus Expressly 
Promised Soul-Winning Pow- 
er for All Who Are Filled 
With the Holy Spirit 

One who believes the Bible and 
takes it at simple face value need 
have no doubt about the meaning 
of Pentecost. Men's difficulties 
on this subject are primarily be- 
cause they do not listen carefully 
and take at face value what Jesus 
Christ Himself said about it. 

1. That Promise Was Given to 
the Apostles With the Great 
Commission 

In the Great Commission which 
Jesus gave His disciples before 
He ascended to Heaven, after His 
resurrection, our Lord plainly 
commanded that the gospel must

If you are not ready to offer 
it in gratitude, God doesn’t want 
your service. He doesn’t want 
you to serve Him through fear, 
but because you realize His love 
for you and appreciate and re- 
spond to it.

A man who loves his wife will 
never be too busy to do something 
for her, never be too busy to stop 
sometimes to think of how good 
She has been and what she has 
done for him. If men would only 
think of the things God has done 
for them, there would be less card 
playing less thought of dinners 
and of concerts and other diver- 
sions of the world. God wants us 
to sit down and think over His 
goodness to us. The men who do 
not. are not worth a_nickel a 
bunch. Has God done anything 
for us as a nation; has He done 
anything for us as _ individuals 
that commands our gratitude ?

in America now and thunder this 
question into the ears and hearts 
of the people of our land. The 
only difference between America 
now and Judah then is that they 
thought they were secure and we 
know we are not. We know we 
live in the most dangerous time 
in all history. Yet, in spite of 
that fact, we are doing as did 
Judah who “refused to receive 
correction: they have made their 
faces harder than a rock; they 
have refused to return” (5:3). 

Reason, revelation, observation 
and common sense all bid us give 
grave consideration to  conse- 
quences. He is a fool indeed who 
thinks only of the deed and dis- 
regards its effect; who follows a 
course without knowing where it 
inevitably leads; who has regard 
for beginnings but none for end- 
ings. This is the inane and insane 
folly of millions of Americans. 
They sow to the wind but seem 
never to dream that they must 
reap the whirlwind. There are 
three or four facts which I would 
press upon them within the brief 
limits of this sermon, 


I. Every Path, Every Way, 
Every Course of Thought 
or Conduct Has Two 
Ends, and He Who 
Chooses One Must 
Choose Both 


Every way has an entrance and 
an exit. He who goes in at the 
entrance must come out at the 
exit. In life there is no such 
thing as turning around. Life is 
lived in a straight line. We may 
possibly alter) our course at a 
given point by~choosing a differ- 
ent direction, but gO back we may 
not. When a thing is done “ '’tis 
done.” We can no more. turn 
around and go back in the busi- 
ness of living than we can turn 
the sun around and have it go 
back. We can turn the clock up 
or back, but not the sun. It goes 
on its course just the same. So 
do We. We may not pursue any 
given course entered upon to its 
ultimate or final end: that is to 
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say, to the end of our lives; but 
no amount of time spent in any 
course can fail of its results, Thus 
one may follow a given course 
only one hour, one day, one week, 
one year. In any event, that 
course had a beginning and an 
end. The time spent in it cannot 
fail of its result, and often dire 
and baneful results come of brief 
indulgence in a certain course. 


Remember the great sin of Da- 
vid. It did not take him long to get 
it done, but it took him a long 
time to get through reaping its 
frightful and terrible harvest. A 
moment's fling in sin has spelled 
ruin to the lives of untold num- 
bers of people. 


Yes, there is a terrible finality 
about each and every deed, every 
choice, every act of our lives. 
When Pilate said, “What I have 
written, I have written,” he ex- 
pressed a universal truth about 
all human conduct. What is done 
is done. What we sow we must 
reap. Not even God proposes to 
thwart the harvest. Let us lay 
it to heart that we must choose 
botr ends of any given course if 
we choose the first end. Not 
only so, but 


II. The End Follows so Close 
on the Heels of the 
Beginning 

Time is a relative thing. Bighty 
years seems a lung time in pros- 
pect;. but not so in the retrospect. 
As thought of by the youth eighty 
years seems indeed a long time, 
but not so as known by the old 
man or woman. When the Soil 
is prepared and the seed _ are 
sown, harvest time seems-a long 
time away; but really, is it? The 
harvest of our thoughts, our deeds 
often have a way of ripening be- 
fore our very eyes. Remorse is 
not delayed but haunts us in the 
very hour of our wickedness. The 
next moment after the evil deed 
or the good deed is done, we be- 
gin to reap the fruit of that deed. 
And, as a rule, reaping time is so 
much longer than sowing time, 
and reaping is expected to be a 
multiple of the sowing.

A 
day isn’t very long, is it? And 
so it is about everything. The 


cradle and the grave are so close 


together. Death follows so close 
on the heels of birth. Our days 
are so few and short. “We spend 


our years as a tale that is told.” 
If we will keep these facts before

would have no significance. Nei- 
ther would anything else. One 
course would be as another. If at 


the end of life we are going to 
arrive at the end of everything 
and make no more beginnings, 
then why worry?

Nothing im 
Such an event matters. But 
death, the great end, is a new and 
eternal beginning and then we 
will all be rewarded for the deeds 
done in the earthly body. We 
will reap the harvest of our sow- 
ing; if we have been faithful over 
life’s “few things,” we will be 
entrusted with “greater things.’

IV. Here Is a Question Which 
Christ Alone Can Help Us 
to Answer With Any 
Sort of Confidence 


He alone can save our begin- 
nings and make safe our endings. 
He said, “I am Alpha and Omega, 
the beginning and the ending.” All 
beginnings without Him have bad 
endings. All endings -without 
Him are terrible and tragic begin- 
nings. We need to take Him into 
all our beginnings. If He is with 


us, we shall never need to fear 


any beginning or ending. Not 
even death can harm us if He is 
there awaiting us, and we can be 
absolutely certain He will be 
there if we have loved Him and 
followed Him on this side of 
death. 

But to have Him at the end, 
we must accept Him and trust 
Him before the end comes. We 
need Him to save all our begin- 
nings and to make safe all our 
endings. Therefore, the time to 
come to Him is now.

Night 
after night I tumble and toss, un- 
able to sleep. But I am on the 
high gear for God. I am speeding 
up in His work, and whenever I 
have to go into low, I'll beat it. 
I am going to fight for God as 
long as I can stand, and when I 
cannot fight any longer, I am 
ready to go.

So they took the soap dish and 
placed a piece of paper on it, and 
put a broken sheep from Noah's 
ark on top of that and set fire to 
it. Cain’s altar was bigger than 
Abel's, but it had nothing valu- 
able on it, while Abel’s had real 
blood. God rejected Cain's and 
accepted Abel’s. 


God turns down the man who 
merely lives a moral life and does 
not accept the religion of Jesus 
Christ. You must come with 
Jesus’ blood. If a man gives his 
wife a 10-cent pin cushion at 
Christmas to show how much he 
loves her, he’s a geezer the Devil's 
stuck on. How thankful you are 
depends on how much you are 
willing to sacrifice. 

How many of you are willing to 
walk down here tonight and give 
me your hand and say you are 
willing to do God’s will and are 
ready -to count His blessings? 
How many are willing to show 
how much you love Christ? 

I don’t belieye that the most 


honored angel in Heaven has such 
a chance as we have. Angels can’t 
suffer. They can’t make sacri- 
fices. They can claim that they 
love God, but we can prove it. 

What would you think of a 
soldier if when he was ordered 
“Present arms,” he would answer, 
“Tomorrow"’? If he would say, 
“When the man next to me does’? 
If he should say, “When I get a 
new uniform’’? Present—that 
means now. It is in the present 
tense. God wants us to make a 
present of our bodies to Him—be- 
cause we love Him. 


Are you man and woman 
enough to do it? Are you man 
and woman enough to give your 
body to Christ now, to come down 
here and hold up your hand and 
say you will? 

A little girl showed a man some 
presents she had received, and he 
asked her: “How long may you 
keep them?” “How long?” she 
answered. “Why, they were given 
to me. They are mine.” 


Many Will Rob God 
If, when you make a present, 
you do not mean to give it out- 
right, you are not honest. Will 
aman rob God? You bet he will 
-—-& heap quicker than he will rob 
anyone else. 


--“Your body’—that takes the 
head as well as hands. God wants 
brains as well as bones and muscle. 
We ought to do best thinking for 
God. God is in the greatest busi- 
ness there is, and He wants the 
best help He can get. 

Don't give God the ragtag and 
the scrap end of everything.

ing and planning for Him ag he 
would do for another man for 
money. He did it So did 
Wesley and Whitefield and Sav- 
onarola, and look what they 
did for God! If there is any bet- 
ter way of doing God's business 
than there was one hundred years 
ago, for God's sake, do it! He is 
entitled to the best there is. 

This thing of just ringing the 
church bell to get people to come 
is about played out. In business, 
if they have a machine that is out 
of date and does not produce good 
results, it goes into the scrap 
heap.

From the Author's Pretace 


“It is with a lump in my throat and with a 
lilt in my heart that I plead for your charity in 
If the dear Lord will 
give you a little of the breathless hush that fell 
on the audience in the large music hall in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, in March, 1945, when God helped me 
to preach on “The Worth of a Soul” and when 
some thirty people turned to the Lord for salva- 
tion as I preached the very words of the message 
given in this book, I\shall be happy. Twenty- 
three came to Christ as I preached the sermon 
“The Unpardonable Sin”, in Binghamton, New 
York, in February, 1936, in a union campaign. 
What a blessing from God we had that day! It 
was in Seattle in a union campaign of some sixty 
churches that I preached the sermon, “The Full- 
ness of the Holy Spirit,” pleading with the peo- 
ple to seek the power of God. That campaign 
resulted in 430 public professions of faith in 
Christ, first-time professions, with 67 others who 
came as backsliders restored and others saved in 
personal conversation and in several churches and 


these sermons were preached. 
were marked oftentimes by many tears, by audi- 
ences deeply moved by the power of the Holy 
So it is my simple, 
the dear Lord who saw fit to bless them when 
preached will bless them now to the heart of 
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product or better it, that machine 
is adopted at once. 


Same of Religious Methods 


But not in religion; we have 
the same old (filintlock guns, 
emeothbore; the same old dips and 
tallow candles; the sam old 
stagecoaches over corduroy roads; 
and if a protest is made, some of 
you will roll your eyes as if you 
had on a hair skirt, and say: 
“Surely, this is not the Lord’s set 
time for work.” 


Would Stop All Lying 

If God Almighty only had pos- 
gession of your mouths, He would 
stop your lying. If He had your 
mouths, He would stop’ your 
knocking. If He had your mouths, 
He would stop your misrepresen- 
tations. If He had your mouths, 
He would stop your swearing. If 
He had your mouths, He would 
stop your backbiting. If He had 
your mouths, He would stop your 
slanders. There would be no criti- 
cising, no social lies, no talking 
behind backs. 

If you knew what your friends 
gay about you and they knew 
what you say about them, there 
would not be four friends left in 
Omaha. The enemies in _ this 
world are chiefly without your- 
self, anyhow. When you hear one 
person knocking another, you 
know that the knocker is trying 
to drag the one he knocks down 
to his level. 


If God had your mouths, He 
would stop all the wicked, proud, 
lying words that now fall from 
your lips. He would stop aill 
slander and evil speaking. He 
would stop all hypocrisy. 

One time the wife of Samuel 
Jchnson, the great English writ- 
er, said to him: “Don’t ask a 
blessing on the food which in a 
few minutes you will be criticis- 
ing and finding fault with.” 


If God had our mouths, we 
would not spend millions of dol- 
lars a year for tobacco, booze, 
gum and cigarettes. 


How Little Are You Doing? 

If God had your eyes, He would 
bring the millennium. His eyes 
run to and fro through the world 
seeking for men to serve Him, and 
if He had our eyes, how our 
eyes would run to and fro looking 
for ways to help bring men to 
Christ. 

How hard it would be for sin- 
ners to get away. We would be 
looking for drunkards, the prosti- 
tutes and down-and-outs, to lift 
and save them. How many sor- 
rowful hearts we would find and 
soothe. How many griefs we 
would alleviate. 

Great God! How little you are 
doing! Don’t you feel ashamed? 
Aren't you looking for a knothole 
to crawl through? If God had 
our eyes, how many would stop 
looking at a lot of things that 
make us proud and unclean and 
selfish and critical and unchris- 
tian. 

God wants you to give your 
body. Are you afraid to give it 
to Him? Are you afraid of the 
doctor when you are sick? Your 
body—that thing that sits out 
there in the seat, that thing that 
sits up there in the choir and sings, 
that thing that sits there and 
writes for the newspapers, that 
body which can show Jesus Christ 
to fallen sons of Adam better 
than any angel—that is what God 
wants. God wants you to bring 
it to Him and say, “Take it, God, 
st is yours.” If He had your 
body, dissipation, overeating and 
undersleeping would stop, for the 
body is holy ground. We dare 
not abuse it. 


As a Living Sacrifice 

God wants your body as a liv- 
ing sacrifice, not a dead one. 
There are too many dead ones. A 
time was when God was satisfied 
with a dead sacrifice. Under old 
Jewish law, a dead sheep would 
Go. Now He wants you, a living 
sacrifice, a real sacrifice. 

There never was a victory with- 
out sacrifice. Socrates advanced 
the doctrine of immortality and 
died with a cup of poisoned hem- 
lock. Jesus Christ paid with a 
erown of thorns. Abraham Lin- 
¢oln paid with a bullet in his 
heart. If you mean to give your- 
gelf as a sacrifice to God, get out 


and work for Him. Ask men to 
come to Him. 

“A holy sacrifice.” Don’t shy 
at that word holy. Holy vessels 
were set apart for use in the 
worship of God. To be holy is to 
be set apart for God’s use—that 
is all. To be holy isn’t to be 
long-faced and never smile. 

“Acceptable unto the Lord.” If 
that were true, then this old des- 
ert world would blossom like 
Eden. If that were taken as our 
watchword, what a stampede of 
short yardsticks, shrunken meas- 
ures, light weights, adulterated 
foods, etc., there would be! What 
a stopping of the hitting up of 
booze! There would be no lying 
advertisements, 


Reasonable Service 

Your “reasonable service’: God 
never asks anything unreasonable. 
He is never exacting. He only 
asks rights when He asks you to 
forsake sin. God never made a 
law to govern you that you would 
not have made if you had known 
as much as God knows. You 
don’t know that much and never 
can, so the only sensible thing to 
do is to obey God’s laws. Faith 
never asks explanations. 

God asks ‘some things that are 
hard, but never any that are un- 
reasonable, 


God’s Laws Reasonable 
God Almighty never made a 
law to govern us which we would 
not have made if we had known 
as much as He knows. There- 
fore, it is up to us to have faith 
in God without asking questions. 
It was hard for Abraham to 
take his son up on the mountain 
to prepare to offer him up as a 
Sacrifice to God, but God had a 
reason. Abraham understands 
tonight and Abraham is satisfied. 
It was hard for Joseph to be 


be sold into Egypt, and to be lied 
about, torn from his mother and 
father, but God had a _ reason. 
Joseph knows tonight, and Joseph 
is satisfied. 

It was hard for Moses to lead 
the Jews from Egypt, following 
the cloud by day and the pillar of 
fire by night, and make that cross- 
ing of the Red Sea, only to have 
God call him up to Mount Pisgah 
and show him the promised land 
and say: “Moses, you cannot go 
in.” It was hard, but God had 
a reason. Moses understands to- 
night, and Moses is satisfied. 

It was hard for Job to lose his 
children and all that he possessed, 
to be afflicted with boils, and to 
be so miserable that only Panacea, 
his wife, remained with him. But 
God had a reason. Job under- 
stands tonight, and Job is satis- 
fied. 


Hard Thing for Jesus 

It was a hard thing God asked 
of Jesus—to leave the songs of 
the angels and the presence of 
the redeemed and glorified and 
come down to earth to be born 
amid the malodors of a stable, 
and be forced to flee from post 
to post, and dispute with the 
learned doctors in the temple at 
twelve years of age and confute 
them, and to still the storm and 
the troubled waters, and to say 
to the blind, “Be whole,” and fi- 
nally to be betrayed by one of 
His own followers and to be mur- 
dered through a conspiracy of 
Jews and Gentiles; but now He 
sits on the throne with the Fath- 
er, awaiting for the time to judge 
the world. Jesus understands to- 
night, and Jesus is satisfied. 
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be preached to every creature, 
that the apostles and the converts 
they would win and other Chris- 
tians to be won down through the 
ages, should preach the gospel 
among all nations, even to the end 
of the age. As given in the Gos- 
pel of Luke, the Great Commis- 
sion given by our Saviour plainly 
says that they were to wait for 
the power of the Holy Spirit in 
order to carry out the Great Com- 
mission and to witness to all the 
world with supernatural power. 


Let us read the Great Commis- 
sion as given in Luke 24:46-49 
very carefully. 


“ ... Thus it is written, and 
thus it behooved Christ to suffer, 
and to rise from the dead the 
third day: And that repentance 
and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all 
nations, beginning at Jerusalem. 
And ye are witnesses of these 
things. And, behold, I send the 
promise of my Father upon you: 
but tarry ye in the city of Jeru- 
salem, until ye be endued with 
power from on high.” 


If you analyze this passage 
carefully you will see, first, that 
the Lord Jesus is commanding 
“that repentance and remission of 
sins should be preached in his 
name among all nations, begin- 
ning at Jerusalem.” Second, you 
will see that these disciples to 
whom He is speaking are the wit- 
nesses who are to begin the work, 
taking the gospel to every ¢rea- 
ture. Third, for this purpose the 
power of the Holy Spirit was to 
come upon them. 

It is as plain as the nose on 
one’s face tha* the enduement of 
power from on high which came 
at Pentecost was given to enable 
people to witness for Jesus, 
preaching and teaching repent- 
ance and forgiveness of sins to 
sinners all over the world, begin- 
ning at Jerusalem. 

One statement of the Bible 
should be enough for a Christian. 
But there is another statement 
certainly just as explicit as this, 
given in Acts 1:8. Remember 
that the Gospel of Luke and the 
book of Acts have much in com- 
mon. Both were written by the 
same man, Luke, under divine in- 
spiration. Both were addressed to 
the same man, Theophilus. The 
book of Acts in its first few 
verses gives a brief resume of the 
book of Luke. The book of Luke 
represents Jesus as “the Son of 
man” in the pattern of a Chris- 
tian. The book of Luke says more 
about the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit than do any others of the 
Gospels. The book of Luke is 
intended to be followed by the 
book of Acts. So Acts 1:8 re- 
peats the clear statement that 
the Holy Spirit, coming upon the 
disciples at Pentecost, was in- 
tended to empower them for soul 
winning and witnessing. 

Jesus had just commanded the 
disciples “that they should not 
depart from Jerusalem, but wait 
for thewpromise of the Father, 
which, saith he, ye have heard of 
me, For John truly baptized with 
water; but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many 
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days hence” (Acts 1:4, 5). There 
is no misunderstanding the set- 
ting. Then Jesus explains, “But 
ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judaea, and in Samaria, and un- 
to the uttermost part of _ the 
earth” (Acts 1:8). 

Jesus did not say that the dis- 
ciples would receive tongues, nor 
sanctification, nor see the origin 
of the church, nor feel a great 
ecstasy of joy; no, not that! Je- 
sus said that these disciples 
should receive power after that 
the Holy Ghost should come upon 
them at Pentecost! And power 
for what? Power to be witnesses: 
“And ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judaea, and in Samaria, and un- 
to the uttermost part of _ the 
earth.” No honest Christian can 
misunderstand the meaning of the 
Lord Jesus here. The coming of 
the Holy Spirit upon the disciples 
at Pentecost was to empower 
them for soul-winning witnessing. 
2. Since the Great Commission 

Is for Us, So Also Is the 
Promised Power for Soul 
Winning 


But what the fullness* of the 
Holy Spirit meant to the disciples 
who heard Jesus give these com- 
mands and these promises is ex- 
actly the same as the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit will mean for us. 
For the clear promise of Jesus in 
Luke 24:46-49 and in Acts 1:8 is 
in the Great Commission, to last 
to the end of the age! The Great 
Commission given by the Sav- 
iour in Luke 24:47, “That repent- 
ance and remission of sins should 
be preached in his name among 
all nations ... ” certainly could 
not be fulfilled by the apostles 
alone. The apostles and others 
of the one hundred and twenty 
who were filled with the Holy 
Spirit at Pentecost did go to 
many nations, but not to all na- 
tions. The Great Commission is 
for the whole church of Christ 
and all through this age. And 
only the whole church of Christ 
can perfectly fulfill this command 
of the Lord Jesus about taking 
the gospel to all nations. And 
that means that in our day when 
the Holy Spirit comes upon us we 
wil receive power for witnessing, 
just as the disciples received pow- 
er for witnessing in their day. 
The Great Commission is as 
clearly for Christians today as it 
was for Christians who waited 
for Pentecost over nineteen hun- 
dred years ago. 


Acts 1:8 also clearly speaks to 


the whole church of Jesus Christ, 
to all the Christians of this age. 
“But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses un- 
to me both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judaea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” It was utterly impossible 
for the one hundred and twenty 
who were empowered for witness- 
ing at Pentecost, to complete the 
work of this Great Commission. 
They could not take it to every 
hamlet, to every village, to every 
home, to every person, as Jesus 
commanded them to do. They 
made a good start. But what I 
am proving is that Acts 1:8 fits 
us as well as it fitted the disci- 
ples in the New Testament. And 
that means that the fullness of 
the Spirit today will mean soul-

S. Dr. R. A. Torrey Has Wonder- 
fully Stated This Truth, That 
to Be Filled With the Spirit 
Means Power for Soul- 
Winning Witnessing 


In the splendid book, The Holy 
Spirit, Who He Is and What He 
Does, by the late Dr. R. A. Tor- 
rey, published in 1927, the year 
before his death, Dr, Torrey has 
a statement which we want to 
quote. Dr. Torrey uses the term, 
“the baptism with the Holy 
Spirit.” He meant, just as Jesus 
meant in Acts 1:5, the fullness of 
the Spirit which came at Pente- 
cost. Dr, Torrey’s term is a 
Scriptural term, but we want to 
make sure that he is not misun- 
derstood. The following great 
statement is by Dr. Torrey: 


‘3. In the third place, the bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit is a 
work of the Holy Spirit always 
cennected with and primarily for 
the purpose of testimony and 
service. This is evident from the 
passage where our Lord Jesus 
made the original promise of the 
baptism with the Holy Spirit, 
Acts 1:8: ‘But ye shall receive 
power, when the Holy Spirit is 
come upon you: and ye shall be 
my witnesses both in Jerusalem 
and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth.’ The same thing is 
evident from the twelfth chapter 
of First Corinthians, where the 
whole subject of the Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit is treated at 
length and in detail. We will not 
take time to read the passage 
now, although we shall have oc- 
casion to read much of it later. 
There is not one single passage 
in the Bible, either in the Old 
Testament or the New Testament, 
where the Baptism with the Holy 
Spirit is spoken of, where it is not 
connected with testimony or serv- 
ice. I made this statement some 
years ago in speaking to a large 
class of theological students. At 


the close of the lecture two stu- 


dent came up to me and said, 
‘Did we understand you to say, 
Mr. Torrey, that there was not a 
single passage in the Bible, where 
the Baptism with the Holy Spirit 
is mentioned, where it is not con- 
nected with testimony or service?’ 


‘Yes,’ I replied, ‘that is exactly 
what I said.’ ‘Well,’ they said, 
‘we doubt it.’ I replied, ‘You have 


a perfect right to doubt it, but 
now go and search your Bible and 
bring me, if you can, one single 
passage in the Bible where the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit is 
definitely mentioned or referred 
to, where it is not connected with 
testimony or service.’ They went 
to work to search for the passage. 
I think they must be searching 
for it yet, for they have never 
bronght it to me; and they never 
will, for it is not to be found any- 
where in the Bible. I have gone 
through my Bible on this subject, 
time and time again since I made 
that remark to those students, 
and without the slightest fear of 
successful contradiction I repeat 
the statement already made, that 
there is not a single passage in 
the Old Testament or New Testa- 
ment where the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit is spoken of or re- 
ferred to where it is not connected 
with testimony or service. 


“The Baptism with the Holy 
Spirit is not primarily for the 
purpose of making us individually 
holy. Please note carefully my 
words and grasp exactly what I 
say. I do not say that it is not 
the work of the Holy Spirit to 
make us holy, for it is His work 
to make us holy, and it is only 
through His work that any one 
of us can become holy, I do say, 


however, that it is not the pri- 


mary purpose of the Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit to make us holy. 
The primary purpose of the Bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit is to 
equip us and fit us for service. 
This will become still clearer when 
we come to study the next part of 
our subject: the Results of the 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit. 
“Neither is it the primary pur- 
pose of the Baptism with the Holy 
Spirit to make us personally hap- 


a 


py. Note again carefully what I 
say. I do not say that the Bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit will 
not make us happy, if we receive 
it. I have never known anyone 
yet who was ‘baptized with the 
Holy Spirit’ into whose heart a 
new and more wonderful joy did 
not come, but I am saying that 
this is not the primary purpose of 
the Baptism with the Holy Spirit. 
The primary purpose of the Bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit is not 
to make us happy but to Nake 
us useful for God. I am glad 
that this is so, for while ecstasies 
are all right in their place, and 
while I know something about 
them in my own experience, yet in 
a world such as you and I live in, 
where there is this awful tide of 
men, women, and children sweep- 
ing on unsaved to a hopeless eter- 
nity, I would rather go my entire 
life through without one single 
touch of ecstasy or rapture, and 
have power to do my part to stem 
this awful tide and save at least 
Some, than to have indescribable 
raptures every day of my life 
and have no power to save the 
lost. 


“I wish to be very clear and 
very emphatic at this point, for 
here is where a multitude of peo- 
ple in our day are going astray. 
Men and women go off to ‘Bible 
Conferences,’ to ‘meetings for the 
deepening of the spiritual. life,’ 
and to ‘tarrying meetings,’ and 
all that sort of thing, and they 
come back and tell you what a 
wonderful experience they have 
had, what raptures they have 
passed through, and how they 
have been ‘baptized with the Holy 
Spirit,’ and I have watched care- 
fully a good many of these peo- 
ple; and many of them are of no 
more use to their pastors or their 
churches than they were before. 
And some of them are of far less 
use than they were before and 
are sometimes a positive nuisance. 
They have no more love for souls 
than they had before, make no 
more effort for the salvation of 
the lost than they did before, and 
win no more souls to Christ than 
they did before; and I am there- 
fore sure that whatever experi- 
ence they may have received they 
have not had the Baptism with 
the Holy Spirit along the lines so 
plainly laid down in God’s own 
Word. So I repeat it again, THE 
BAPTISM WITH THE HOLY 
SPIRIT IS ALWAYS CONNECT- 
ED WITH, AND IS PRIMARILY 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF, 
EQUIPMENT FOR TESTIMONY 
AND SERVICE: IT IS TO MAKE 
US USEFUL FOR GOD IN THE 
SALVATION OF SOULS AND 
NOT MERELY TO MAKE US 
HAPPY.” 


Every honest student, after 
reading the Scriptural proof we 
will give below, must agree 
with what Dr. Torrey says, that 
to be filled with the Holy Spirit 
or baptized wtih the Holy Spirit, 
or endued with power from on 
high, or to have the Holy Spirit 
poured on one, as at Pentecost, 
means that one will have the 
power of God upon his witnessing 
and soul-winning efforts. 

In other words, one could prop- 
erly say that one who is filled 
with the Holy Spirit wins souls. 
One who does not win souls is 
not filled with the Holy Spirit. 
And all who win souls in any de- 
gree do it by some measure of the 
power of the Holy Spirit. 


II. People Filled With the 
Holy Spirit Before Pentecost 
Witnessed for God With 
Power 

It would be an easy matter to 
go through the Old Testament and 
find Scripture after Scripture 
showing that Old Testament 
prophets, when the Spirit of God 
came upon them, witnessed for 
God with power. And that endue- 
ment of power on Old Testament 
prophets, on David, on some of 
the judges, was the same endue- 
ment of power as came at Pente- 
cost, and is mentioned in other 
places in the New Testament. 
But here it seems wise to use the 
examples in the Bible where 
Christians are said to be “filled 
with the Spirit” or “filled with 
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the Holy Ghost” before Pente- 


cost. One of these cases is in the 
Old Testament and four others 
are in the Gospel of Luke. In 
each case people who were “filled 
with the Spirit” or “filled with 
the Holy Ghost” witnessed for 
the Lord with power. 


1, Bezaleel, Who Worked On the 
Tabernacle and Its Furniture 
in the Wilderness Was 
“Filled ... With the 
Spirit of God” 


In Exodus 35:30, 31 we are told: 

“And Moses said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, See, the Lord hath 
called by name Bezaleel, the son 
of Uri, the son of Hur, of the 
tribe of Judah; And he hath filled 
him with the spirit of God, in 
wisdom, in understanding, and in 
knowledge, and in all manner of 
workmanship.” 


Aholiab and others helped Beza- 
leel, But Bezaleel was particu- 
larly “filled . . . with the spirit 
of God” for this work. 

At first glance one would not 
think that this tabernacle was a 
gospel testimony for God. It is 
service, truly; but was the work 
of Bezaleel in building the taber- 
nacle and it furniture -and the 
garments of the priesthood really 
a testimony to Christ and to the 
plan of salvation? Assuredly it 
was! 


The tabernacle in the wilder- 
ness is one of the clearest pictures 
of Christ. The outer covering of 
the tabernacle was of badger 
skins, dull and drab, for Christ 
has no form nor comeliness to the 
owsiders who do not know His 
beauty. Another covering under- 
neath was of rams’ skins dyed 
red, which surely was meant to 
Symbolize the blood of Jesus 
Christ which atoned for our sins. 
And under that was a white linen 
cover which pictured the beauty 
and sinless righteousness of the 
Lord Jesus, manifest only to 
those who know Him. 

The upright boards of the tab- 
ernacle, of shittim wood, repre- 
sented the humanity of Christ. 
The solid covering of the boards 
with gold pictured the deity of 
Christ. The tenons on the ends 
of these boards rested in sockets 
of silver, and this silver was the 
redemption money paid in for the 
redemption of all the men of 
Israel. Surely, surely it pictured 
Christ our Redeemer, buying men 
out of sin. In the tabernacle the 
golden lampstand pictured Christ, 
the light of the world. The table 
of shewbread pictured Christ, 
the bread of life. The great brass 
altar out in front pictured Christ 
bearing the judgment and wrath 
of God for us, every time a lamb 
was slain, or a bullock, or a red 
heifer, or a scapegoat! All about 
the tabernacle and its furniture 
and its services reminds us of 
Jesus Christ and of salvation by 
the blood! How foolish it would 
have been to expect any man to 
plan and supervise the construc- 
tion of all this wonderful wealth 
of material, with every item of it 
picturing something about Jesus 
and salvation, unless the one so 
engaged were filled with the 
Spirit of God to give him wisdom 
and power on this testimony! One 
who reads C. H. Mackintosh on 
the Pentateuch or Christ in the 
Pentateuch, by J. B. Tidwell, will 
find wonderful help here. Bezaleel 
was filled with the Spirit of God 
for a soul-winning testimony. 


2. John the Baptist Was “Filled 
With the Holy Ghost,” That 
Is, Soul-Winning Power. 


Zacharias, the priest, and his 
wife Elisabeth had earnestly pray- 
ed for a son. God sent an angel 
to tell Zacharias the glad news, 
as he was in the temple of the 
Lord in regular service. This is 
the message the angel gave: 

“Fear not, Zacharias: for thy 
prayer is heard; and thy wife 
Elisabeth shall bear thee a son, 
and thou shalt call his name John. 
And thou shalt have joy and glad- 
ness; and many shall rejoice at 
his birth. For he shall be great 
in the sight of the Lord, and 
shall drink neither wine nor 
strong drink; and he_ shall _ be 
filled with the Holy Ghost, even 
from his mother’s womb. And 
many of the children of Israel 
shall he turn to the Lord their 
God.”—Luke 1:13-16. 

John the Baptist was to “be 
filled with the Holy Ghost, even 
from his mother’s womb.” ‘Filled 
with the Holy Ghost,” is exactly 
ths same term used of the disci- 


ples at Pentecost in Acts 2:4. 
And what were the results when 
John the Baptist was filled with 
the Holy Ghost? What would be 
the evidence? What would the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit do in 
John? We are answered in Luke 
1:16: “And many of the children 
of Israel shall he turn to the 
Lord their God.” John the Bap- 
tist, filled with the Holy Spirit, 
turned many, many souls to God. 
He had soul-winning power. 


Throughout the Gospel of Luke 
and the book of Acts wherever 
people were filled with the Holy 
Spirit you will find an ‘and.’ That 
is, something else is to happen 
when people are filled with the 
Holy Spirit. Being filled with 
the Spirit is never an end in it- 
self. It is always for soul-win- 
ning witness ir power. 


$3. Elisabeth Also Was Filled With 
the Holy Ghost and Witnessed 
for Christ 

In the first chapter of Luke we 
learn how Elisabeth, the mother 
of John the Baptist, was herself 
filled with the Holy Ghost. 

“And it came to pass, that, when 
Elisabeth heard the salutation of 
Mary, the babe leaped in her 
womb; and Elisabeth was filled 
with the Holy Ghost: And she 
spake out with a loud voice, and 
said, Blessed art thou among 
women, and blessed is the fruit of 
thy womb.”—Luke 1:41, 42. 

Elisabeth was “filled with the 
Holy Ghost.” Again, it is exactly 
the same term as used in Acts 2:4 
about the enduement with power 
at Pentecost. And Elisabeth we 
find, when she was filled with the 
Holy Ghost, “spake out with a 
loud voice,” and gave testimony 
to the coming Saviour to be born 
of the Virgin Mary! Study the 
passage carefully, including Luke 
1:43-45, and you will see that here 
was a divinely-given prophecy and 
a supernatural power on Elisa- 
beth’s testimony for Jesus. 

4. Zacharias, too, Was Filled With 
the Holy Ghost and Witnessed 
With Power 

In the same first chapter of 
Luke, verse 67 tells us. “And his 
father Zacharias was filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and prophesied, 
saying...” 

A wonderful prophecy is given. 
By that we mean that it was a 
Spirit-filleqd exhortation and reve- 
lation, given in the power of God. 
In this case it was about the 
coming Saviour, the Messiah. 
John, Zacharias’ own baby boy, 
was to be the forerunner of the 
Saviour, and the Spirit of God 
gave testimony to all who were 
nearby through the prophesying of 
the Spirit-filleqd Zacharias. 

It is here well to remember that 
at Pentecost those who preached 
the gospel and spoke for Christ 
were prophesying, in the _ Bible 
sense. For Peter plainly said that 
this was the fulfillment of the 
words of Joel, “And on my 
servants and on my handmaidens 
I will pour out in those days of 
my Spirit; and they shall 
prophesy” (Acts 2:18). Zacharias 
was filled with the Holy Spirit 
exactly as they were, and he wit- 
nessed with power. In him was 
fulfilled the promise that Jesus 
would later give to His disciples 
in Acts 1:8: “But ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me...” 

5. Jesus, Filled With the Spirit, 
Began His Supernatural 
Ministry 

In Luke 3:21, 22 we learn how 
when Jesus was baptized “the 
Holy Ghost descended in a bodily 
shape like a dove upon him.” Then 
Jesus was filled with the Holy 
Spirit, though the term, “filled 
with the Spirit,” or, “filled with 
the Holy Ghost,” is not used in 
those particular verses. But such 
a term is used immediately fol- 
lowing that in Luke 4:1: “And 
Jesus being full of the Holy Ghost 
returned from Jordan, ang was 
led by the Spirit into the wilder- 
ness.” 

Jesus was full of the Holy Ghost. 
That is exactly what happened to 
the disciples at Pentecost. The 
Spirit of God came on them and 
they were full of the Holy Ghost. 
Then the same fourth chapter of 
Luke tells how Jesus “returned 
in the power of the Spirit into 
Galilee” and began His _ public 
ministry, and fame went through 
all the region: And Jesus told the 
people, “The Spirit of the Lord is 
upon me, because he hath anointed 


me to preach the gospel to the 
poor; he hath sent me to heal the 
brokenhearted, to preach de 
Mverence to the captives, and 
recovering of sight to the bind, 
to set at liberty them that are 
bruised” (Luke 4:18). Jesus was 
filled with the Spirit just as the 
aposties were later filled with the 
Spirit at Pentecost, and the same 
results were shown in His life 
and ministry as He promised the 
disciples. He began his witnessing 
and to do the soul-winning work 
of His Father in mighty power, 
supernatural power. 

It is immediately clear’ that 
John the Baptist, Zacharias, 
Elisabeth and the Lord Jesus were 
filled with the Holy Ghost just 
as people were filled with the Holy 
Ghost in the book of Acts. And in 
every case they began to witness 
with power, the enduement of 
power from on high. They began 
their soul-winning efforts with 
supernatural help from God. That 
is what the fullness of the Spirit 
brings! To be filled with the 
Spirit means to be empowered for 
witnessing. 


Ill. In the Book of Acts, 
Wherever People Were “Filled 
With the Holy Ghost;’ 
They Witnessed 
With Power 


In the book of Acts six times 


the phrase, “filled with the Holy 
Ghost,” is used. In every case 
except one we are explicitly told 
that those filled with the Holy 
Spirit witnesseg for God. In the 
Single exception, Acts 13:52 tells 
us of the disciples at Antioch of 
Pisidia, “And the disciples were 
filled with joy, and with the Holy 
Ghost.” We may be sure that 
they, too, received power and wit- 
nessed for the Lord when the 
Holy Ghost came upon them. But 
how remarkable that in five out 
of six cases in the book of Acts 
we are particularly told that those 
who were filleq with the Holy 
Ghost witnessed for Christ! 

Four other times in the book of 
Acts the slightly different phrase, 
“full of the Holy Ghost,” is used. 
Two of these times the phrase, 
“full of the Holy Ghost,” is used 
about the deacons in the sixth 
chapter of Acts, and there are 
three separate instances where 
people in the book of Acts are 
reported to have been “full of the 
Holy Ghost.” And in every single 
case we are told about their soul- 
winning testimony! 

In other words, in nine out of 
ten times where the book of Acts 
expressly says that’ people were 
filled with the Holy Ghest or full 
of the Holy Ghost, we are told 
that they witnessed for Christ. 
Since the Lord Jesus promised that 
this woulg happen, that one should 
receive power and witness for Him 
when the Holy Ghost came upon 
him, we would know it were true 
if the result were not mentioned 
in a single one of the ten times. 
But fortunately the Bible, by line 
upon line, presses upon our heart 
this great truth that when the 
Spirit of God comes upon people 
He gives them  soul-winning 
testimony! 


1. At Pentecost People “Filled 
With the Holy Ghost” Began 
to Witness for Christ 
In Acts 2:4 we read, “And they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance.” Never mind _§ the 
tongues. The message was just 
the same in effect, though given 
in different languages. The im- 
(Continued on Page 6) 
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portant thing is that every ome 
filled with the Holy Spirit began 
to speak for God as the Holy Spirit 
showed him what to say. In other 
words, he had power from God on 
his testimony and began to use 
this power in soul winning. And 
So on the day of Pentecost we are 
told that “they that gladly re- 
ceived his word were baptized: 
and the same day there were 
added unto them about three 
thousand souls” (Acts 2:41). 


Pentecost is certainly set as a 
model case, in some ways a 
typical case, of a revival when 
God's people, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, set out to win souls for 
Him. And it is important to see 
the one main thing that Jesus 
had promised would happen when 
people were filled with the Holy 
Spirit, came at Pentecost just the 
same as at other times One 
misses the point of Pentecost en- 
tirely if he does not see that here 
people, filled with the Holy Spirit. 
set out to keep the command of 
Jesus and carry the gospel to 
everybody they could reach, begin- 
ning at Jerusalem. 


2. Peter, After Pentecost, Was 
Filled With the Holy Ghost 
Again for Powerful 
Witnessing 


In Acts 4:8 we find this inter- 
esting statement, 

“Then Peter, filled with the 
Holy Ghost, said unto them, Ye 
rulers of the people, and elders of 
Israel...” 


And then follows a wonderful 
message about the Lord Jesus 
whom they had rejected, the only 
mame given under Heaven where- 
by we must be saved. 
Pentecost, filled with the Holy 
Spirit, witnesseq with power. A 
few days later, filled again with 
the Holy Spirit, he witnessed with 
power. At Pentecost or after 
Pentecost, exactly the same thing 
happens when people are filled 
with the Holy Spirit. They re- 
ceive power and witness for Jesus. 
One who does not witness, or one 
who witnesses without power, is 
not filled with the Holy Spirit 
S. The Whole Group of Disciples 

Were Filled Again, as at Pente- 

cost, With ‘Similar Results 

In Acts 4:31 we have a remark- 
able case to study. It is remark- 
able, first, because it is a report 
of how the same group who were 
filled with the Holy Spirit at 
Pentecost were filled again just a 
little later. It is remarkable, 
second, because exactly the same 
mine words are used, “Ang they 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” Now read Acts 4:31. It 
tells the story of how Peter and 
John, being released from prison, 
came and told the other Christians 
their story, and all prayed to- 
gether. And then, 

“When they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were 
assembled together; ang they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
they spake the word of God with 
boldness.” 

Many lessons could be noted 
from this verse. For one thing, 
those who were filled with the 
Holy Spirit before and witnessed, 
needeq to be filled again for new 
power in witnessing. Again, ex- 
actly the same thing happened 
here, essentially, as happened at 
Pentecost. Exactly the same nine 
words are used to describe it. The 
outward manifestations were not 
the same as at Pentecost. In one 
case there was a sound of a 
mighty rushing wind and visible 
tongues like as of fire, and foreign 
languages. In the other case there 
was an earthquake. But essen- 
tially exactly the same thing hap- 
pened. In both cases God gave 
great power on His disciples for 
witnessing. These, filleq with the 
Holy Ghost anew, “spake the word 


of God with boldness.” And verse 
83, just following, says, “And 
with great power gave the 


apostles witness of the resurrec- 
tion of the Lord Jesus: and great 
grace was upon them all.” And the 
fifth chapter, immediately follow- 
ing, tells of the miraculous death 
of Ananias and Sapphira and how 
“by the hands of the apostles were

many signs and wonders wrought 
among the people,” and then it 
tells us this heartening and beauti- 
ful truth: “And believers were the 
more added to the Lord, multi- 
tudes both of men and women.” 


When people are filled with the 
Holy Spirit, then they have great 
boldness to speak the Word of 
God. Then they have power upon 
their witness for Jesus! Then be- 
lievers are added to the Lord! Oh, 
for God to fill His people again 
with the Holy Spirit so we may 
be bold, so we may speak out with 
power, so many people may be 
turned from their sins to trust 
Christ! 

4. Stephen, Filled With the Holy 

Spirit, Witnessed in Mighty 

Power 


In the sixth chapter of Acts we 
find that the apostles saw the 
need for deacons, and the people 
were urged to look out seven men 
full of the Holy Ghost and wis- 
dom whom the apostles might 
appoint over the business of the 
care of the poor. Then Acts 6:5-8 
tells us: 


“And the saying pleased the 
whole multitude: and they chose 
Stephen, a man full of faith and 
of the Holy Ghost, and Philip, and 
Prochorus, and Nicanor, and 
Timon, and Parmenas, and Nicolas 
a proselyte of Antioch: Whom 
they set before the apostles: and 
when they had prayed, they laid 
their hands on them. And the 
word of God increased; and the 
number of the disciples multiplied 
in Jerusalem greatly; and a great 
company of the priests were 
obedient to the faith. Ang Stephen, 
full of faith and power, did great 
wonders and miracles among the 
people.” 

What happened when Stephen 
and other godly deacons were full 
of the Holy Ghost? Then “the 
word of God increased; and the 
number of the disciples multiplied 
in Jerusalem greatly.” And again, 
“Stephen, full of faith and power, 
did great wonders and miracles 
among the people.” Here is the 
power and here is the witnessing, 
resulting in souls saved! And 
that is what happens when people 
are really filled with the Holy 
Spirit. 

Again in Acts 7:55 we are told 
of Stephen’s being full of the Holy 
Ghost again, “But he, being full 
of the Holy Ghost, looked up sted- 
fastly into heaven, and saw the 
glory of God, and Jesus standing 
on the right hand of God.” 
Stephen is on trial for his life. 
He has just preached a wonderful 
story of God’s dealing with Israel. 
And now, full of the Holy Ghost, 
what will Stephen do? Why, he 
will testify for Christ, of course, 
and that with great power! The 
following verses tell us how 
Stephen reported, “Behold, I see 
the heavens opened, and the Son 
of man standing on the right hand 
of God.” And as they stoned him, 
Stephen called upon God, saying, 
“Lord Jesus, receive my spirit,” 
and then broken and dying, he 
kneeled down and cried with a 
loud voice, “Lord, lay not this sin 
to their charge.” The _ Spirit- 
filled Stephen died. He fell 
asleep. 


But were there no results, no 
souls saved, this last time that 
Stephen was full of the Holy 
Ghost and gave his dying mes- 
sage? Should we not expect that 
there would be some work of 
power, some soul-saving result 
when Stephen, filled with the 
Holy Ghost, witnessed for Christ 
the last time? Yes, and I believe 
we do have the evidence of the 
best results that Stephen ever got. 
For the next chapter tells how 
“Saul was consenting unto his 
death,” and Saul then went on 
in his hatreq of Christians, after 
seeing Stephen die. But he could 
never get away from it. On the 
road to Damascus, in the ninth 
chapter of Acts we are told, he 
was still ‘kicking against’ the 
pricks,’ and, fighting the convic- 
iton that was on him, could never 
get any peace. Oh, no_ doubt, 
again and again he could’ see 
Stephen’s dying face, as the face 
of an angel, and hear the Spirit- 
filled testimony that God had 


hooked on to his soul with grips 
of steel! And so Saul was con- 
verted out on the road to Damas- 
cus. That does not mean that 


without any human instrument 
Saul turned to God and became 
Paul the Apostle. Rather, God had 
used the message of dying Stephen, 
Spirit-filled Stephen, to convict 
and save Paul the Apostle. And 
when we get to Heaven much of 
the credit of what Paul the 
Apostle did will go to the man 
who died for Jesus while he wit- 
nessed, full of the Holy Spirit, 
before the young man Saul who 
kept the clothes of those who 
stoned Stephen. 


5. Paul the Apostle, too, Filled 
With the Holy Spirit, Began 
His Powerful Ministry 


In Acts the ninth chapter, we 
learn of the conversion of Paul 
on the road to Damascus. Then 
after Paul hag fasted and prayed 
three days and nights, Ananias 
came to him. And Acts 9:17 tells 
us: 


“And Ananias went his way, 
and entered into the house; and 
putting his hands on him said, 
Brother Saul, the Lord, even 
Jesus, that appeared unto thee in 
the way as thou camest, hath sent 
me, that thoy mightest receive thy 
sight, and be filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” 


Paul, the new convert, was 
“fileg with the Holy Ghost.” This 
is the same term used of the dis- 
ciples at Pentecost in Acts 2:4. 
And what happened with Saul? 
The following verse says, “And 
immediately there fell from his 
eyes as it had been scales: and he 
received sight forthwith, and arose, 
and was baptized.” And verse 20, 
immediately following, says, “And 
straightway he preached Christ 
in the synagogues, that he is the 
Son of God.” What astonishment 
to hear the infidel, the murderer 
of Christians, now himself preach- 
ing the gospel in power! When 
Saul was filled with the Spirit 
he began bold and powerful wit- 
nessing for Jesus. And there is 
no other explanation for’ the 
ministry of the Apostle Paul than 
this simple fact. He was “filled 
with the Holy Ghost”! 


But Paul was filled with the 
Holy Spirit more than once. And 
each time the results were the 
same soul-winning power. In Acts, 
chapter 13, we are told of the first 
missionary journey and how it 
began, with Barnabas and Saul 
“sent forth by the Holy Ghost.” 
At Paphos they came to preach 
the gospel to Sergius Paulus, the 
deputy of the country. Elymas 
the sorcerer withstood them and 
sought to turn away Sergius 
Paulus from trusting Christ. Here 
was need for the power of God, 
if they were to win the lost man 
they sought to win. And as we 
should expect, Saul was filled 
afresh with the Holy Spirit, re- 
buked the sorcerer with power, and 
the deputy was saved. Acts 13:9- 
12 tells this thrilling story. 

“Then Saul, (who also is called 
Paul,) filled with the Holy Ghost, 
set his eyes on him, And said, O 
full of all subtilty and all mis- 
chief, thou child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt 
thou not cease to pervert the 
right ways of the Lord? And 
now, behold, the hand of the Lord 
is upon thee, and thou shalt be 
blind, not seeing the sun for a 
season. Ang immediately there 
fell on him a mist and a darkness; 
and he went about seeking some 
to lead him by the hand. Then the 
deputy, when he saw what was 
done, believed, being astonished at 
the doctrine of the Lord.” 

Saul was “filled with the Holy 
Ghost,” he spoke out boldly for 
God, the sorcerer was struck blind, 
and Sergius Paulus believed. 

We are to infer that always 
those who are Spirit-filled will 
speak for God boldly, that God’s 
power will be present on the wit- 
nessing, and that if the ministry 
gift of miracles is present, as it 
was here, it will be for the express 
purpose of winning souls. The 
fullness of the Spirit, in the case 
of Paul, meant empowered wit- 
nessing for soul winning. And 
any ministry gifts which are a 
manifestation of the fullness of 
the Spirit, like the tongues at 
Pentecost, the miraculous death of 
Ananias and Sapphira at the 
word of Spirit-filled Peter, or the 


miraculous blindness of Elymas at 


“When I first founded Bob

6. Barnabas, too, Filled With the 
Holy Ghost, Won Many Souls 


Barnabas is one of the sweet 
characters of the New Testament. 
He was not self-seeking. He was 
willing to play second fiddle to 
Paul. He was a great soul win- 
ner. And Barnabas, too, was full 
of the Holy Ghost, and that was 
the secret for his power. 


In Acts 11:24 we have this clear 
statement about Barnabas ang the 
soul-winning- power given him by 
the Holy Ghost: “For he was a 
good man, and full of the Holy 
Ghost and of faith: and much peo- 
ple was added unto the Lord.” 

There is a simple and brief 
statement. Barnabas was “full of 
the Holy Ghost,” and almost as a 
matter of fact, as a matter that 
was inevitable, a matter which 
must naturally follow, we are told, 
“and much people was addeg unto 
the Lord.” 

When God’s preachers are filled 
with the Holy Ghost, they will 
win many souls. When God's lay- 
people are filled with the Holy 
Ghost, they, too, will win souls; 
for Jesus promised, “Ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye 
Shall be “witnesses unto me both 
in Jerusalem, and in ali Judaea, 
and in Samaria, ang unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 

Here are the instances we have 
before Pentecost. Bezaleel, in the 
Old Testament, filled with the 
Holy Spirit, was enabled by 
miraculous power to make the 
tabernacle coverings and furniture 
and altars and the clothing of the 
priest witness to the saving grace 
of the Lord Jesus Christ who was 
yet to come. John the Baptist, 
filled with the Holy Ghost, turned 
many of the people of Israel to the 
Lord their God. Elisabeth, filled 
with the Holy Ghost, spoke with 
a loud voice a wonderful testi- 
mony about the coming Saviour. 
Zacharias, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, prophesied about Jesus who 
would come and. witnessed in a 
loud voice to all the people who 
gathered to hear him. Jesus, too, 
filled with the Holy Spirit, did all 
His marvelous ministry on earth. 

In the book of Acts we found 


it the same way. At Pentecost 


people were filled with the Holy 
Spirit and witnesseq with soul- 
Saving power. Peter was filled 
with the Holy Spirit and witnessed 
and won souls. Stephen was full 
of the Holy Ghost and spoke with 


great power, and multitudes of 
believers were added to the Lord.

Later, when 
filleqg afresh, such powerful re- 
sults continued. Darnabas was 
full of the Holy Ghost and much 
people was added to the Lord. 

No honest reader of the Scrip- 
tures on this subject can avoid the 
clear conclusion that to be filled 
with the Holy Spirit means to have 
soul-winning power on our testi- 
mony! 

Are you filled with the Holy 
Spirit?

The little tragedy 
played itself out at a neighbor- 
ing table where two very young 
men and two very young women 
were sitting. It did not strike me 
until far into the evening that the

pimply young  reprobates were 
making the girls drunk. They 
gave them red wine and _ then 


white, and the voices rose slightly 
With the maidens’ cheek flushes. 
I watched, and the youths drank 
until their speech thickened and 
their eyeballs grew watery. It 
was sickening to see, because I 
knew what was going to happen. 

“They got indubitably drunk— 
there in that lovely music hall, 
surrounded by the best of Buffalo 
society. One could do nothing 
except invoke the judgment of 
Heaven on the two boys, them- 
selves half sick with liquor. At 
the close of the performance, the 
quieter maiden laughed vacantly 
and protested she couldn’t keep 
her feet. The four linked arms 
and staggering, flickered out into 
the street, drunk. They disap- 
peared down a side avenue, but | 
could hear their laughter long 
after they were out of sight. And 
they were all four children of 16 
and 17! 

“THEN, RECANTING PREVI- 
OUS OPINIONS, I BECAME A 
PROHIBITIONIST. Better it is 
that a man should go without his 
beer in public places and content 
himself with swearing at the nar- 
row-mindedness of the majority: 
better to buy lager furtively at 
back doors than to bring tempta- 
tion to the lips of young fools 
such as the four I had seen. 

“I understand now why 
preachers rage against drink. |! 
have said, ‘There is no harm in it, 
taken moderately,’ and yet my 
own demand for beer helped di- 
rectly to send those two girls 
reeling down the dark street—-to 
God alone knows what end. IT 
IS NOT GOOD THAT WE 
SHOULD LET LIQUOR LIE BE- 
FORE THE EYES OF CHIL- 
DREN, AND I HAVE BEEN A 
FOOL IN WRITING TO THE 
CONTRARY.”
